Fulton county aid in prosecution of 
a $13,000,000 sewer development pro- 
gram for Atlanta and its environs was 
assured Thursday afternoon 
Mayor Jaines L. Key formally asked 
the commission to furnish convict la- 


bor, and at the same time requested | 


$350,000 for this year from the county 
to assist in meeting hospitalization 
expense incident to operation of Grady 
amd the contagioas disease hospitals 
and Battle Hill sanatorium,

tributing only $10,000 annually to the 
hospitals. 

Mr. Key addressed a communication 
to Walter C. Hendrix, newly elected 
chairman of the commission, setting 
out the urgent needs of the borough 
in the two matters, stating that the 
equest concerning the sewers was 
with a view of .educing the cost of 
the enterprise “to a point where the 


reasonably hope to take it 
and pursue the work vigorously until 
completed.” 

Points to Deficit. 

In championing the promise that 
Fulton county bear half the expense 
of operation of the hospitals of the 
horough, the mayor pointed to the 
deficit, which he declared would reach 
the total of $1,000,000, He expressed 
“sympathy with the county board in 
that it too faces financial problems, 
but added they are not so great as 
those of Atlanta. The borough spent 
a total of $695,908 on the three in- 
stitutions last year, Mr. Key’s letter 
pointed out, and he asked that the 
county pay half that amount. He 
pointed out that even with that only 
five per cent of the amount paid would 
be levied on property outside the limits 
of the borough. 

Asking the commission to permi! 
him to appear before it personally and 
fo call any other municipal officials 
it deems advisable in the effort 
“reach a complete accord” in the sewer 
matter, the mayor stated that the im- 
provements can not be delayed much 
longer.

Pope Excoriates Birth Control

ROME, Jan. 8.—Y“Y)—The full pow-¢ 


er and authority of the Roman Catho- 
lic church were invoked by Pope Pius 
XI today to uphold the sanctity of 
Christian marriage and to stamp out 
the practices of birth control, “com- 
panionate” marriage and divorce. 

In the most sweeping exposition of 
the church's views on matrimony in 
many years he condemned the use of 
contraception, abortion, sterilization 
or any other means to prevent the 
fruitfulness of wedlock.

TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Jan. 8.— 


'(P)—The Florida supreme court to- 


day refused to‘allow a permit to a 


motor truck line paralleling the Sea- 


board Air Line Railwdy on the 
grounds that the railroad was ade- 
quately serving the territory. 

The permit had been issued by the 
state railroad commission to H. T. 
line between here and Jacksonville. 

The supreme court overruled ob- 
jections of the railroad commission to 


‘its assuming jurisdiction in the case 
iand quashed the permit, holding that 
ithe commission does not always act 


“for the public convenience and ne- 
cessity.” 

The decision upheld the railroad 
and the Railway Express Agency, 
Inc., and discussed at length the ques- 
tion of motor truck lines operating 
on public highways parallel to estab- 
lished railroad lines operating on pri- 
vately owned tracks.

Determined to eliminate partisan-

_ While officials of the Second Bap- 
tist church Thursday announced ac- 
ceptance of the retirement of the Rev. 
Dr. Edwin M. Poteat, veteran min- 
ister of that denomination, influential

A meeting of intimate friends of 
Dr. Moor, held Thursday afternoon at 
St. Luke’s, it was said, merely dis- 
cussed the matter of persuading the 
popular rector to remain in the local 
pulpit, and came to the conclusion 
that opportunities equal if not surpass- 
ing those of the larger church would 
be available for Dr. Moor. 

Bishop H. J. Mikell, head of the 
Atlanta diocese, presided, and the 
tenor of the gathering was that Dr. 
Moor could be prevalll upon to re- 
main at the local pastorate. 

Bishop Mikell Theoret night as- 
serted that, although Dr. Moor had 
gone to Pittsburgh to confer with of- 
ficials of Trinity cathedral in con- 
nection with the call, he had made no 
decision, and would make none until 
after his return to Atlanta. A con- 
ference between the rector and vestry- 
men then will be held, the bishop said, 
and at that time something definite 
may be known about the status of the 
pulpit. Until then, Bishop Mikel] said, 
nothing more can be said. 

In announcing the retirement of Dr. 
Poteat, deacons of the Second Baptist 
let it be known that their sanction 
had been given only after the minis- 
ter had urgently requested surcease 
from his ministerial duties, due to his 
advanced age and his conviction that 
50 years in the pulpit constituted suf- 
ficient service. Dr. Poteat, it was

Anti-fascist propaganda by means 
of the old-fashioned “chain letter” is 
said to be causing some anxiety to 
Jtalian gov- 
ernment, the London Observer reports. 
Apparently the letters have originated 
from a political group known as the 
Natienal Alliance of Liberty, workin 
from the industrial cities in the nort 
of Italy, and the fascist administra- 
tion has been unable to ascertain pre- 
cisely how wide a field the propaganda 
has covered. 

Each letter of the series has car- 


ried, in the manner of the familiar 
“chain prayer” letter, the following in- | 
scription: “Make six copies of this | 
letter and send to six persons who will 
make other copies. Thus you will have 
collaborated today to bring about the 
second Italian risorgimento (resurrec- 
tion or revival).” 

The Italian police have received | 
drastic orders to suppress all such, 
material as that contained in the 
chain letters, and persons in whose 
possession the letters are found are 
liable to prosecution. It is obvious, 
however, that the chain letter method 
makes suppression out of the question 
unless the government can discover the 
sources of the propaganda and stamp 
them out or undertakes the costly task 
of examining all matter sent through 
the posts. Some people in Rome and 
Milan have received copies of the same 
letter from three or more anonymous 
correspondents in as many cities of 
Italy. 

The series of communications be- 
gan last June, and has been continued 
at regular intervals ever since. The 
National Alliance of Liberty was de- 
scribed in the first letter as an or- 
ganization embracing men of all non- 
subversive parties, including the so- 
cialists.

these contained no radioactive com- 
pounds, had convinced them of the 
veracity of the greater age estimate. 
Professor Mather added that re- 
search into the age of the earth had 
been under way at Harvard for a 
number of years, and concurred with 
Professor Kovarick in declaring that 
estimates based on data available at 
present were “far from final” and 
might be subject to modification at 
any time. Modification, he declared. 
would, however, in all probability tend 
to increase rather than diminish 
scientific estimates of the earth’s age. 
We are getting farther and farther 
away from Mr. Bryan's 6,000 years, 
reckoned from “in the beginning.”

In every-day practice even the in-| 
telligent patient is content to drift 
along a tentative diagnosis of a/| 
“cold.” while the doctor is wondering | 
what ails him. And when the actual | 
nature of the illness becomes manifest. | 
he patient readily believes the “cold” | 
has developed into whatever it may 
prove to be. 

The scientific research workers have 
a much wider field for their activities 
as long as there are many different 
conceptions of the entity of “common 
cold.” It would narrow their oppor- 
tunities considerably if medical or 
health authorities were to agree on a 
definition of the alleged “common 
cold.” 

Then. too, as long as the thing re- 
mains obscure all the wise ones who 
are sure you catch cold from drafts, 
dampness and the like can carry on 
their arguments without fear of suc- 
cessful contradiction.

The killing of Jake Minsk, Decatur | 
street butcher, by Patrolman Odus C. | 
Hewell last August was cold-blooded | 
and deliberate and the state is asking | 
for a conviction of murder, Special 
Prosecutor William Schley Howard 
told a jury in Judge E. D. Thomas’ 
Mivision of the Fulton superior court | 
Wednesday where Hewell, a veteran) 
member of the nolice force, is on trial. | 

“Hewell was drunk with the power | 
he thought he possessed by virtue of 
the policemans badge on his breast 
and witnesses have told you they 
thought him drunk, too, from liquor.” 
Mr. Howard said in the opening argu- 
ment of the case which has been on 
trial since Tuesday and is to go to! 
the jury today when the arguments. 
have been completed. “He had no| 
license in the world to kill Minsk. | 
and his plea of justifiable homicide is | 
far too thin to stand up in this or 
any other court.” 

Mr. Howard re-enacted the scene in 
Minsk’s shop on the day of the kill- 
ing—as the state pictures it 
ing that not a word was spo 
tween the butcher and Hewell before | 
the policeman started firing the shots | 
which ended the butcher's life. 

“The only defense Hewell has for 
the cold-blooded killing of this poor 
man in his place of business is that 
Minsk came toward him with a knife 
in his hand,” Mr. Howard = said. 
“Minsk had been cutting meat for a 
customer when the policeman entered 
his store and Jake Minsk didn't even 
know the policeman wanted to see 
him about a against him. He 
walked up to him as any other butcher 
would have done, with his implement 
id His hand. When one to a 
earage and ealls a mechanic, that me- 
ehanic usually walks up to the per- 
sen with a wrench or some other too! 
in his hand. It was the same with 
Jake Minsk that day in the butcher 
shop.” 

The state contends that Patrolman 
Hewell shot down Minsk without 
cause when he went to the butcher's 
shop on complaint of his brother, 
Harry Minsk, with whom the butcher 
had had some difficulties. Hewell. in 
his statement to the jury Wednesday, 
asserted that he shot Minsk in self- 
defense, claiming -that he had been 
warned by Harry Minsk that the 
butcher was a dangerous man and 
nidding that he fired only when Minsk 
approached him with a knife and he 
believed his own life in danger. 

Today John Dennis, chief of Hew- 
ell’s counsel, and J. O. Ewing will 
make the closing arguments for the 
defense and Solicitor-General John A. 
Boykin the final appeal for the state. 
Though in questioning prospective jur- 
ors at the outset of the trial regard- 
ing their views on capital punish- 
ment, accepting only those not 
posed to the death sentence, it nel 
expected that the prosecution will ask 
the death penalty, though Mr. How 
ard in his plea Thursday for a con 
viction on a charge murder indi 
cated that the state's plea might 
for a verdict inflicting life imprison 
ment. 

Thursday morning and early 
noon sessions were given over to the 
hearing of rebuttal testimony and to 
Jong arguments over the presentation 
to the jury of two insurance policies 
held on Minsk’s life, one bearing a 
double indemnity clause in case of 
necidental death or murder. These 
were introduced by the defense over 
the objection of the prosecution, Mr. 
Boykin and Mr. Howard asserting 
that they were heing offered in an 
attempt to discredit the previously of- 
fered testimony of Minsk’s widow, aud 
to lay basis-for a claim that she was 
aiding the prosecution only in an ef- 
fort to benefit from the double in- 
demnity ciause. This, however, was 
denied vigorously by Hewell’s law- 
yers, who asserted that the policies 
merely were being introduced “for. 
what they were worth to the jury.” 

Continued large crowds Thursday 
packed the courtroom of Judge Thom- 
ag to its capacity. a majority of the 
spectators being friends relatives 
of the Minsk family.
